Prof. Richard A. Proctor, Secretary of 


the Koyal Astronomical Society, London, in.

>n>ught into communication with the sun, 


DO years would elapse before the striin 
•onld reach the earth. Feeling is conveyed 
long Ihe nerves ten times faster ),hau 
)und travels. If tli ere lore an infant were 
aru having an arm of tlie somewhat iticou- 
itiicnt length of 01,000,000 of miles, so as 


> reach the sun; and it* while in the cradle 


i boyhood he were to stretch out his arm 
id touch thesuu, that infant might grow 


» the three-score years and tan allotted to 
nan, or even to four-score, hut he would 
jver be conscious of the fact that the tip of 
is linger was burned; he should live t:t5 
sirs before that would be experienced.*1 


In nil'tiding to the si/e of the sun, the 
maker said, if an object as large as our 


,-irth were placed before ifc, and there ap- 
peared as a black disc, it would require a 
"arge telescope to make it visible, since the 
sun's diameter exceeds that of our planet 
107 times, and the surface of the snn is 11,- 
jOO times greater than that of the earth, 
ind its volume 1,2.10,000 times greater. 
The heat and light of the snu are the source 
of tbe lile and light of the earth, every form 
of force upon the earth, every action that 
ve perform, and the very thoughts we think 
nay bo said to come from the sun, since its 
icat maintains life upon the earth. The 
fu-at of the sun he illustrated by saying: 
"In every second the sun gives out" as much 
heat as would be given out by burning 11,- 
UOO.000,000,000,000 of tons of coal; aud this 
earth ou which we live, if its whole surface 
vere glowing with the same heat as the snu 
vou UI give out in every second the same 
Ltiiount ot heat that would be given, by 
turning up 1,000,000.000,000 tons of coal. 
One million million tons of coal in everv 
second of time!—a globe only as larjie as our 
earth, while the sun, the jjreal center of our 
system, gives out every second an amount 
of heat that would be given out bv burain** 
11,000,000,000,000.00(1 of tons oY coal, or 
about eight times the whole supply of i-oal 
supposed to exist in this earth." 


After an exhaustive dissertation and de- 


scription upou the sun's spots, for which 
astronomers can not yet afford satisfactory 
explanations, a comparison of spectrum lines 
ami other solar phenomena was given which 
were illustrated by diagram.':, the learned 
ppeakor .concluding by an allusion to the 
constant waste and final exhaustion of solar 
heat as follows: 
l'This great central ma- 


chine of the solar sun, the central heart, 
pulsates with life and will continue to do «o 
until tlie fuel is exhausted. How does the 
sun. maintain this fire?- Why is there no 
gradual loss of energy? If the .«tm were a 
mass of coal of the same hulk, that coal, iu 
the coarse of 5,000 years*, would be entirely 
consumed, and the tun. would be a mere 
cinder. 
If the sun would be a mass ot" wa- 


ter, which has a quality of specific heat iu 
its combinations by which it gives out more 
heat than any other matter, in the course of 
2,000 years it would lose l..">00 degrees 
Fahrenheit in temperature. 
There are two

Occasionally he receives 
a batch of hard coses tbat have bothered 
Congress, but finally got through. Then it 
is tbat he sumiaous Dan Lament, drives out 
to 'RedTop,' shuts himself aud secretary 
out from the world, and makes a day out of 
it. The result of such an expedition is us- 
ually two vetoes to one approval, and the 
anxious claimants have ooiue to look upou 
•JRed Top' as Tthe burial place of all theii 
hopes."

feeling of love of country which is no longer 
restricted by geographical lines, but which 
extends to the remotest boundaries of the 
land, and embraces all loyal eitixcus of the 
great Republic.

the ashes of tbe war in tbe hope of finding 
among them living embers, which maybe,

conquered provinces after old-world pre- 
cedents; he was the first to take from the 
ranks of the Confederacy former ibes and 
elevate them to civil ollice in the service of 
the Union, 


Ib is, therefore, especially fit that the 


Army of the Potomac which General Graut 
commanded should be eager iu this move- 
ment to reunite on the anniversary of the 
nation's birth, cm the field of Gettysburg, 
the veterans of North and South. The re- 
sponse to its invitation has been cordially re- 
ceived, the amicable, friendly, fraternal re- 
union at Gettysburg last year ot the Blue 
and Gray Jiot having been forgotten. 
The 


reunion of this year, however, will have 
a broader, moie general scope. 
-It will em- 


brace all of both sides who can he gathered 
together fioni the cxtreme»t parts of the 
country. 


.Such a celebration is timely; it should 


be at the Imginuuig of a gieat national 
political canipniun u conclusive notice to the 
inceiuliaiy politicians who would re-urea te 
strifu between tlie Northern and Southern 
people for the bu>e->t of partisan purpose^, 
that the people have no sympathy with 
them, ure untajiouisliii to them ami their 
iinuutLiolir «lVorN.
